Jeff Lee Consults with 
Chinese Counterparts

SAN FRANCISCO Com- 
bining business and pleasure，a 
24-member delegation headed by 
the SF Director of Public Works， 
Jeffrey Lee，visited China almost 
three months ago and engaged in 
a technical exchange with their 
public works counterparts ”in 
Shanghai and Beijing; 

Lee told 五 ost/West that the 
exchange was primarily in the 
areas of waste water treatment 
and _ transportation. “The ex- 
change， was on” waste water， 
structural and general design， We 
were also prepared to, discuss 
management strategies， While 
theSF delegation was in China for 
23 days， only three of those days 
were spent in technical meetings 
ip Shanghai and another one and 
ahalf days in similar briefings in 
Beijing， Although 让 ， was an 
official exchange，the delegation 
was composed of volunteers who 
paid their own way. 

In meetings last year between 
SF city officials includqing Mayor 
FEeinstein and Chinese leaders 
including Consul General Hu 
Dingyi， 达 was agreed that a 
technical exchange would be a 
good follow-up: to the SF-Shang- 
hai sister-city agreement， “It 
seemed like a logical move,”said 
Lee，who was a participant in the 
meetings， and sensible for my 
department to become ipvolved.” 
Mayor Eeinstein wrote to the 
mayor of Shanghai and the trip 
became a reality.
